The drawing is objected to for the following reasons. The lead lines for 36 in 
figure 1 and for 82 in figure 3 are inaccurate and 20 in the lower right quadrant of figure 
6 should be 22. Correction is required. The introduction of new matter should be 
guarded against. 

In the specification, page 3, lines 22-24, the phrase "coupled with physical joints" 
appears to be a dangling phrase and the phrase "pivot points 24" appear inaccurate 
since points 24 attach the arms and not the cylinders; on page 4, line 1, "hydraulic" 
should be -lift- and in line 15, "rear side" should be -back-. Finally, on page 6, line 7, 
"T-bar" is unclear. The drawing appears to show 90 as an L-bracket. Clarification is 
required. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

It is unclear how the metal tabs retentively engage the back of the bucket. 
Clarification is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 6, 8-10 and 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 21, "the other member" in line 12 lacks a clear antecedent basis. 
It appears "member" in line 11 and line 12 should be deleted and "member" in line 14 
should be changed to a phrase similar to -of the guide ring and the swivel plate-. 

Regarding claim 22, this claim is inaccurate. The locking member is mounted to 
one of the guide ring and the swivel and engages the other. It does not engage both. 
See claim 23. This claim is accurate. 

Regarding claim 25, this claim has the same defects as claim 21 above. 

Regarding claim 26, this claim is inaccurate. The T-shaped bar is not used with 
a swivel. See the specification, page 6, lines 6-1 1 . Also "the elongated member" lacks 
a clear antecedent basis rendering the claim indefinite. 

Regarding claim 28, the steps in lines 2-7 should be active steps, i. e., contain 
"ing" words, as the steps in lines 8-21. It appears applicants may be mounting a blade 
to an arm supported bucket instead of constructing an industrial vehicle. Clarification is 
required. Further, "the mounting plate" in line 9 lacks a clear antecedent basis. Finally, 
this claim has the same defects as claim 21 above. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 

Smith. 

Note elements 24 and 28 are synonymous with applicants' tabs. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 6, 8-10, 21-24 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Smith in view of Christensen, et el. 

It would have been obvious to provide a horizontal reinforcement between 
members 38 in Smith in view of the teaching in Christensen (element 25 in figure 5). 
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Regarding claims 8, 9, 10 and 27, the exact width and location for the swivel 
would have been an obvious matter of choice with one arrangement providing no 
unobvious result over another. 

Regarding claim 24, elements 24 and 28 in Smith are synonymous with 
applicants' tabs.
